HISTORIC BREAK 


New York, May 17.—Colenel Ed- 
ward M. House is pictured as a man 
who deserted Woodrow Wilson at a 
critical stage in an article by George 
Creel in the current issue of Collier’s 
Weekly, which purports to explain 
the historic break between Wilson. and 
his confidential adviser. 

Creel, who was chairman of the 
committee on public information dur- 
ing the war and was with Wilson on 
his trips to the Paris peace confer- 
ences, says that the war-time presi- 


dent broke with House only after 
House had sided with the Wilson op- 
ponents at the Paris conferences. 

Between Wilson’s first and second 
visits to Paris, the article by Creel 
says, House cast his vote with Euro- 
pean statesmen who opposed Wilson’s 
demand that the League of Nations 
be included in the peace treaty as an 
organic part of that treaty. 

“While the president was on the 
ocean, returning to Paris,’’ says the 
article, “he received wireless news 
that his confrerees had repudiated 
their solemn and public pledges, 
thrusting the League of Natiéns to 
one side. 

“The record held Colonel House as 
in a vise, showing plainly that he 
had voted with Woodrow Wilson's 
enemies in their repudiation of a 
sworn covenant. There was no scene, 
no reproach; only an instant disasso- 
— that ‘had the force of a blow, 


and when the president faced his 
foes, his hard, level glance included 
Colonel House in the group he felt 
ealled upon to battle. 

“Although hurt to his heart by Colo- 
nel House’s conduct, the president 
still cherished the hope that it might 
have been an error of judgment. There 
was now only formal courtesy instead 
of the old intimacy. 

“Next to the league the president’s 
greatest battle was against the theory 
of indemnities, his insistence being 
that only reparations should be exatt- 


ed, and these based on Germany’s ‘ca- 
pacity to pay.’ Such an attitude was 
hemlock to Lloyd George and Clem- 
enceau, for both had excited their 
people with wild expectations of 200 
billions, and dared not face realities. 
Again the president won, but, worn 
out by the constant strain; fell ill 
and took io his bed. In his absence a 
new draft was drawn and signed, all 
consideration of Germany’s capacity 
to pay being omitted, no mention of 
a lump sum made, and forcing Ger- 
many to admit full liability. Colonel 
House approved this settlement. 

“As before, the president said no 
word, but after an interval Colonel 
House was sent to London on some 
vague mission, and there marooned. 
The two never met: again. Upon the 
president’s return to the United States 
the white house knew Colonel House's 
presence no more.’

George H. Wilkins was forced again 
Sunday to postpone his flight from 
here over the unexplored polar basin. 
Low hanging mists barred the way 
into the region. There was no im- 
provement in visibility throughout 
the day. 


Detroit, May 17.—Captain Wilkins 
will make a number of exploration 
flights after the one which is mo- 
mentarily expected, E. 8S. Evans, of 
this city, manager of the expedition, 
announced today. 

With the spring “break up” of the 
ice in Bering straits, 3,000 gallons 
of gasoline will be sent to Pojnt Bar- 
row by ship to fuel the expedition’s 
monoplane ODetroiter for further 
flights. Formal request has been 
filled with the war department, Mr. 
Evans said, for a four months’ ex- 
tension of the leave of absence al- 
ready granted Major Thomas G. 
Lanphier who, with Charles M. Wise- 
ley, will accompany Captain Wilkins 
on his flights. Major Lanphier has 
expressed the desire to remain with 
the expedition until work is com- 
pleted. 

Dr. Isaiah Bowman, director of the 
American Geographical society, and 
Vilahjalmur Stefansson, arctic explor- 
er, both members of the board ,of 
control of the Detroit arctic expedi- 
tion sent messages to Captain Wil- 
kins today expressing their conviction 
that the recent successful flights in 
the arctic have enhanced the interest 
and importance of Captain Wilkins’ 
search for land, 

“The American Geographical so- 
ciety sends heartiest greetings and 
good wishes in the final hour of your 
preparations so bravely and resource- 
fully carried through,” Dr. Bowman's 
message said. “Your scientific pro- 
gram grows in interest and impor- 
tance as the value of new land is in- 
creasingly realized by all countries 
concerned in the arctic and trans- 
polar commerce.” 

Stefansson’s Message. 


Mr. Stefansson’s message was as 
follows: “Now that the splendid 
flights of Byrd and Amundsen in the 
polar regions have proved the ease of 
making sustained aerial journeys in 
the arctic, the importance in the dis- 
covery of islands which would serve 
as way stations for trans-polar com- 
merce becomes all the greater. Such 
way stations under the American flag 
would be of the greatest value to the 
United States for use in the trans- 
arctic commerce which is certain to 
follow within the next ten or twenty 
years if the world has normal peace 
and prosperity. 

“Your search for land in the still 
remaining vast unexplored area _hbe- 
tween Alaska and the pole (some 800,- 
000 square miles) therefore has become 
all the more important to the United 
States and the commercial and scien- 
tific worlds.

We know that the taxpayers will regret it 
if the authorities insist on doing their own 
architectural work. Experience has proven 
that either the buildings will suffer or more 
money will be spent for architectural — 
if done by their own forces than if 
by the in apantont architect on the stant 
ard fee basis 

In the inst bond issue building program 
the agreement with the selected architects 
and the scli@ol authoriti-xs was 6 per cent 
for full architectural. services. For reasons 
of thelr own the school authorities at the 
expense of the architects diverting 14 per 
cent of the architects’ fee to pay for the 
services of the educational engineers and the 
supervising architect. This diversion of fee 
was agreed to by the architects for the rea- 
son of the promise of their being relieved of 
part of their duties. 

Through permanent, carefully trained and 
built-up organizations the architects of At- 
lanta are in a position to promptly and 
efficiently handle all of the new school 
work. It is without question that no new 
city architectural organization could be de- 
veloped quickly enough to function as well 
or as economically. 

Considering the above facts -the Georgia 
chapter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects has by a majority vote agreed that 
the authorities be requested not to organize 
their own architectural department but te 
employ individual architects for the work, 
fairly dividing it among the competent 
architects practicing in Atlanta, the ar- 
chitect on each building to be In complete 
charge of his building without divided au- 
thority and that he be held entirely respon- 
sible for this work. 

We therefore urge and recommend that 
either of the following agreements be made 
with the architects: 

Agreement No. 1: All old buildings that 
are to be added to should be continued by 
the original architect on the building under 
the original agreement, but without a super- 
vising architect or educational engineer. 

Agreement No. 2: All new school build- 
ings should be awarded to Atlanta architects 
at the customary fee of 6 per cent for full 
architectural services; or if the school av- 
thorities prefer on the basis of a fee of 5 
per cent with the employment of a clerk of 
the works at the city’s expense.

Last year the French govern- 
ment had to finance large maturing 
bond issues and in each case the hold- 
ers did not demand cash in full, tak- 
ing part payment in new bonds. With 
similar action on the part of holders 
of bonds maturing this Thursday and 
with the French government expect- 
ing to get more income from the high- 
er taxes reeently imposed, the French 
government hopes to get by this week 
without much more depreciation in 
the frunc. If it does not then some- 
way must be devised for forcing the 
French people to pay the higher taxes 
which the government is demanding 
a which will meet the situation if 
paid. 

Italy has 2 different problem. She 
has balanced her budget but her ex- 
change is now declining because she 
is showing an unfavorable foreign 
trade balance.
